On Socialism 

CCF Nat'l Secretary 
Thinks Freedom Lost 
Under Capitalism 

"The problem of freedom for the 
mdividual in the twentieth century 
derives very simply and naturally 
from the social and economic de- 
velopment Itself, from the bigness 
and complexity of modern society 
which is approaching the economic 
monopolistic stage," said David 
Lewis, national secretary of the 
C.C.F., at an open meeting of the 
Political Science Club last night in 
the Union Ballroom where he 
spoke on "Socialism and Freedom." 

The theme of Mr. Lewis' speech 
was an Illustration of tlic outline 
of the socialist view, on the mean- 
ing of freedom and of the complete 
compatibility and necessary com- 
bination of socialism and freedom. 

Classifying our freedom under 
four practical headings, the speaker 
attempted to examine these, and to 
determine what would happen to 
them under socialist controL 

"The first, economic freedom 
under capitalism, is to me an even 
greater contradiction In terms than 
the conjunction of Progressive to 
Conservative. Under our present 
system, the vast majority of work- 
ing-class people have absolutely no 
choice but to take the immediate 
job which is available, when It is 
available." The collective control 
of Socialism would achieve econ- 
omic freedom for the worker, and 
would exclude slums, unemploy- 
ment, unnecessai-y Ill-health, and 
would thus gain real meaning for 
the masses. 

"We believe in democracy as 
passionately as we do in socialism." 
Political freedom can bo maintain- 
ed, since' a nation's political econ- 
omy can be controlled without 
dictatorship. 

"Our common rights are the 
foundation of the house of freedom 
—Society wants to build the walls 
and roof of opportunity; then free- 
dom }vouId take on meaning, would 
become secure, and would have 
sense in the daily lives of the com- 
mon people."

Addresses Meds. 



Noted Psychiatrist 
Tells of Experiment 
With Monkey Brains 

Dr. Margaret Kennard, of the De- 
partment of Neuro-psychiatry. of 
Ecllevue, New York, discussed 
"The Post-Natai Development of 
the Cerebral Cortex" at the first 
meeting of 1046 of the McGill Medi- 
cal Undergraduate Society on last 
Wednesday. She described several 
experiments that she and her asso- 
ciates have carried out on the 
brains of monkeys. She has made 
an extensive study of the behavior 
resulting from removal of various 
portions of the cerebral cortex, and 
In addition, she has compared these 
results to those obtained in mon- 
keys whose basal ganglia have been 
extirpated. Her experiments show 
conclusively that the relatively 
poorly understood basal ganglia 
play an important role in the medi- 
ation of motor function in these 
animals. 

Following Dr. Kennard's address, 
refreshments were served and a 
medical case report was presented 
to the society.

Some students have recently voiced their 
dissatisfacton with the high prices charged for 
the coming Arts-Seiencc-Commcrcc Formal 
Dance. One student's arguments were that the 
funds of the Undergraduate Societies should be 
spent on projects which will benefit a larger 
number of sludent<. Thinkini; the nialter over, 
we find thai this charge seems rather pointless, 
since it is obvious that no Society funds will be 
spent on tliis danrc, but that the fiinclion will 
be an indepcndei^ financial venture wiiich will 
easily pay its way. 

It is true that the price of adniis:ion for the 
coming dance is very liigh, but judging from 
the number of people who passed through the 
basement of the Union yestcrd;ay on their way 
to buy tickets, students -seem quite prepared to 
pay that amount. Wc are very glad indeed, that 
students arc taking advantage of The Daily's 
Letter Forum and arc voicing their personal 
disapproval of the policy of a campus organi- 
ration, but it seems evident that the maojrity 
of students do not feel strongly enough to 
change that policy; liencc, since student reac- 
tion to the announcement of the dance has been 
entirely favourable, the" policy of their elected 
undergraduate society representatives has re- 
ceived official .sanction. However, wc do hope 
dial till' (lay nil! conir wlirii foimal dance- will 
he priced so as to give all students an oppor- 
tunity to attend them. One prerequisite for stich 
B move will have lo be a larger audildritim

"Stifles in Space Seen Through Stewed Saiii^cr- 
kr.TUt" if ciibi.>^tic impressionism raised to the heights 
of iconoclastic obscurism. At no period in the history 
of art had Impressionism been so forcibly ensconced 
on nn unsu.spectinR public (hiiti during the decade 
when Hachete Framboise was the IcadinR light 
among that group of artists known as "Les Seules", 
who prided tlicin.<-:clvcs in bciin; the .'^nlc lirir.-- of 
the artistic heritage left them by Australian aborig- 
ines In their primitive caves. 

The well-informed art public is by now aware 
of the tremendous debt owed by many generations of 
artists (including our own) to the etchings on stône 
found in the above-mentioned caves. Hanging on the 
walls of every European art gallery can be found 
examples of modernistic design, which, when closely 
appraised, will be found to be intimately related to 
this prehistoric art— but there arc nnt a dorcn con. 
temporary painters who would have the grace to 
acknowledge their indebtedness. 

Hachete Framboise is, however, an exception. His 
artistic conscientiousness led him in 1921 to visit. 
Australia where he lived for two years in one of 
these prehistoric caves .niid he thus became the 
world's foremost authority on the habitat, customs, 
art and social institutions of Pithecanthropus Ercctus. 
So impressed was Framboise by what he had learned 
that, upon his return to Paris, he decided to forego 
the vices and discomforts of modern civilization in 
favour of a large dark drain, part of Parls's famous 
sewage system, whrrc he established his studio be- 
neath the Boulevard St. Michèle. Here most of his 
work was done. 

It will be easily understood that the peculiar 
shadow effect in some ol Franmboise's paintings was 
caused by the lack of sufficient light. He therefore 
tried to compensate for this by erecting ;in enormous 
glass \vater tank wherein he placed thousands of 
iridescent seuttlefish, who, for a mere pittance, were 
quite amendable to the tasic of supplying Framboise 
with the light necessary for his work. 

Framboise is known In Hungary as the "Dark 
Painter". 



Dr. Overholser

A lall, bc.'^pcctaclcd man with a sunny smile 
opened the door of room 407 of the Ititz-Carlton 
Hotel. In a cheerful, cultured voice, accentuated by 
Boston environment, the eminent psychiatrist, Dr. 
Overholser invited "The Daily" reporters to come in. 

At the opening ot the discussion Dr. Overholser 
gave reasons for psychological troubles. ' High velo- 
city of ° movement and contacts tends to produce 
mental conflicts. Concentrated areas have highest ad- 
missions to mental hospitals because in large cities 
ilie individual is exposed to high velocities of move- 
ment and contacts." ■ 

He went on to deal with life in general. "Life Is 
a oMi.ilHMt compromise. There is nothing easy about 
life; however, tlicrc arc many great satisfactions." 
Upon being asked for more specific information. Dr. 
Ovcrlinlsrr replied "Man's most important difference 
with the lower animals is that man can communicate 
with his fellow man. While the lower animals pos- 
sessing some rudimentary reasoning ability, they can- 
not converse with each other. It is not fair to com- 
pare one generation with another because values and 
attitudes change. I am not sure civilization has im- 
proved from generation to generation. There is more 
individualism to-day, however this can give rise to 
conflicts." 

One acute observation of Dr. Overholser was, 
"Reason is not tucd nearly as much as we think it 
is; very often we are merely re-arranging our pre- 
judices! Unemotional reasoning is practically non- 
existent." Discussing the subject of psychologists and 
psychiatrists: "There is a definite place and need for 
psychologists in clinical treatments, vocational' guid- 
ance and various aptitude tests." Dr. Overholser ad- 
mitted his bins but said "it is better to have à M.D. 
for work in psychology. Sometimes a psychologist 
asiis hini.>^clf 'where am 1' but a psychiatrist knows 
wlicrc lie i.-." 

This' man is no arm-chair psychiatrist, he sup- 
ported Dr. Chlsholm of Canada with a telegram from 
Washington stating "I think that Or. Chlsholm is ex- 
pressing, In general, the view of most psychiatrists 
In looking for the truth and facing the truth, rather 
than looking to supcrstitution, etc." The eminent 
psychiatrist stated "Psychiatry has no quarrel with 
religion; we cannot over-estimate the value of re- 
ligion." 

Dr. Overholser is an extremely kind person. He 
was ready to answer any questions on any subject 
that he felt qualified to give nn opinion on. In addi- 
tion to his other great qualities. Dr. Overholser is 
very generous— and gave us two hours of his val- 
uable time.

Con.'itancc Bcrc.^fnrd Howe i.- 
.«uch a very imposing name, and 
lier accomplishments measure up 
to that name so very Impre&^lvely, 
that it Li always quite a surprise 
for people to meet her for the first 
time. Diminutive ("five foot nuttin' 
In my stocking feet"), grey-eyed, 
and most unas.suming, Connie is 
the brilliant McGili coed, who.-c 
first novel, "The UnreasoninK 
Heart," gained for her a $1.200 
Dodd-Mc.nd Litcrnry Fellowship 
last spring. 

She is perhaps best summed up 
by the description of her in last 
year's edition of tho Forge: "Ko 
literary poseur i.s pin-small, abi^cnl- 
minded editor Howe, who writes, 
she says, as an excuse not to study, 
and is always agreeably surprised 
when the results interest anyone 
else." 

Born in "Montreal, Connie re- 
ceived her primary education at 
home in painless doses of an hour 
or two a day. In 1937, she proceed- 
ed lo Wc.H mil, where she modestly 
claims, "I distinguished myself in 
no way." For two years, she served 
on the editorial board of the High 
School Annual, and at fourteen, 
began to write seriously. 

She laughingly recalls that her 
first opus was to bo a formidable 
novel about the War of 1B12 in 
Russia. The 12 nuin charnctcr.s 
were all to have "jawbreaking 
names" ending lin "ovitch." She 
went as far as to look up an article 
on the War of 1812 In the Encyclo- 
pedia, but after four frenzied chap- 
ters, Jost the urge and abandoned 
the attempt. 

At .'■eventeen, she won first prize 
in n Montreal Music Festival Com- 
petition for an essay on Bach and 
Beethoven; and in 1942, after com- 
pleting twelfth year, she entered 
BA2 at McGill to take honors in 
English. 

During her three years as an un- 
dcrKrad, Connie was a regular con- 
tributor to the Forge, and for two 
years was a member ot tho edi- 
torial board. 

Connie received her B.A. at 
Spring Convocation l.i.st yc.ir. with 
first cias.s honor.s in Eimlish. the 
Shakespeare gold medal, and the 
Peterson Memorial Prize for Cre- 
ative Writing. At present as an 
Assistant in the English Depart- 
ment, she teaches English 2 con- 
ferences and composition groups, 
and hopes to receive her M.A. thLs 
May.
